Laft Monday the Legiflasure of this ftate met 
in this city purfaant to adjournment ; but a fufi- 
cient number to proceed on bufinefs, not appearing 
the houfe adjourned from day to day until the 13th 
inf. when a majority appearing, Mr. Speaker 
took the chair, and meflages were fent to the Go- 
vernor, and to the Senate, iaforming them that 
they were ready to proceed to bufinefs.

Shortly after, the following meflage was receiv- 
from the Governor: 

Gentlemen of the Legiflature, 

THE amendments propofed to the conflitution 
of the United States, and the other communica- 
tions which have been made to me in your recefs, 
by the direétion of Congrefs, will be fubmitted to 
your confideration with this meflage. ‘The returns 
required by the refolations accompanying thefe 
papers, for the Treafory and war departments are 
already direéted to be made and tran{micted to thofe 
officers refpedctively. 

The vfual returns from your Treafury will dif- 
clofe the prefent ftate of our finances, and evince 
the neceflity-of'a permajent arrangement for the 
fupport of government, and the maintenance of 

ublic credit. Iam happy toobferve, that many 
Potereting objeéts which have fince the clofe 
of the war occupied much of the time of the 
Legiflature, are now accomplifhed, and that it 
will confequently be in your power to devote a 

reatér portion of your attention to this important 
pufinels. 

I conceive it proper at this time to remind the 
Legiflature that in the courfe ofthe prefent year, 
the period will arrive whien, by our conftitution, a 
cenfus of the eleftors and inhabitants is to be taken 
for apportioning the reprefentation in the Senate 
and Affembly. 

It is with pleafure I inform you, that the furvey 
of the waite lands, direfted to be fold, is completed 
and thatfach progrefs his been made in the run- 
ning out of thofe allotted as a bounty to the troops 
of this ftate ; that grants may be iflued to the indi- 
viduals entitled to them without any further aétu- 
alfurveys. I fhall direét the accounts of the ex- 

ences which have accrued in thofe fervices, to be 
odged in the Anditor’s office, for liquidation ; 
and I fatter myfelf it will be found that as great 
a regard to ceconomy has been obferved as the na- 
ture of the bufinefs and the obftructions which at- 
tended the execution of it would permit, 

With refpeé& to the meafure recommended more 
immediately to my care by the concurrent refola- 
tion of the Senate and Afflembly in Julylaft, it is 
fufticient to mention, that it has been executed 


without incurring’ any expence tothe flate, 
January 13, 1790.

To the Presipent of the UNitTeED STares. 
SIR, 

WE, the Senate of the United States, return 
you our thanks for your fpeech delivered to both 
Honfes of Congrefs. The acceffion of the ftate of 
North-Carolina, to the conttitution of the United 
States, gives us much pleafure; and we offer you 
our congratulations on that event, which at the 
fame time adds ftrength to our Union, and affords 
a proof, that the more the conftitution has been 
confidered, the more the goodneis of it has ap- 
peared. ‘The information which we have received, 
thatthe meafures cf the lait feflion have been as 
fatisfa€tory to our Conflituents, as we had reafon 
to expect from the difficulty of the work in which 
we were engaged, will afford us much confolation 
and encouragement in refuming our deliberations 
in the prefent feflion for the public good, and 
every exertion on our part fhall be made to realize 
and fecure to our country thofe bleflings which a 
gracious Providence has placed within her reach 
We are perfuaded that one of the moit effeCtual 
means of preferving peace, is to be prepared for 
war, andour attention fhall be dire&ed to the Sb- 
jects of common defence, and to the adoption of 
{uch plans as fhall appear the moft likely to pre- 
vent our dependence on other countries for effen- 
tial fupplies. In the arrangements tc be made 
re{pecting the eftablifhments of fuch troops as may 
be deemed indcifpenfable, we fhall with pleafure 
provide forthe comfortable fupport of the officers 
and foldiers, with a doe regard to ceconomy. We 
regret that the pacific meafures adopted by go- 
vernment with regard to certain holtile tribes of 
Indians, have not been attended with the benefi- 
cial effeéts towards the inhabitants of our fouthern 
and weftern frontiers, which we had reafon to 
hope; and we fhall chearfally co-operate in pro- 
viding the moft effe€tual means for their protec- 
tign ; and if neceflary, for the punifhment of ag- 
greflors. The uniformity of the currency, and 
of weights and meafures, the introduétion of new 
and ufeful inventions from abroad, and the exer- 
tions ¢ f fkill and genius in producing them ath me, 
the facilitating the communication between the 
diftant parts of our country, by means of the Poft- 
Oflice and Poit-roads, a provifion for the fupport 
of the department of foreign affairs, and a uni- 
form rule of naturalization, by which foreigners 








May be admitted to the rights of citizers, are ob- 
jects which fhall receive fuch early attention as 
their refpeétive importance requires. Literature 
and fcience, are eflential to the prefervation of a 
free conftitution ; the meafures of government 
fhould therefore be calculated to ftrengthen the 
confidence that is due tothatimportanttruth. A- 
griculture, commerce, and manufactures, form-

all proper meansin our power. Public credit be- 
ing an object of great importance, we fhall chear- 
fully co-operate in all | er meafures for its {up- 
port.

Sire, 

THE Reprefentatives of the people of the Uni- 
ted States, have taken into confideration your 
{peech to both Houfes of Congrefs at thé opening 
of the prefent feilion. 

We reciprocate your congratulations on the ac- 
ceflion of the ftate of North-Carolina; an event 
which, while itis a teftimony of the increafing 
good will towards the government of the union, 
cannot fail to give additional dignity and ftrength 
to the American republic, already rifing ia the 
eftimation of the world in national character and 
re{fpectability. 

The information that*our meafures of the laf 
feflion have not proved diffatisfactory to our con- 
itituents, affords us much encouragement at this 
juncture, when we are refuming the arduous tafk 
of legiflating for fo extenfive an empire. 

Nothing can be more gratifying to the repre- 
fentatives of a free people than the reflection, 
that their labors are rewarded by the approbation 
of their fellow citizens. Under this impreflion, 
we fhall make every exertion to realize their ex- 
pectations, and to fecure to them thofe bleflings 
which providence has placed within their reach.

To 
the impetuofity of youthful defire, Succeed the more 
Sober, but no le/s dangerous, attachments of advanc- 
ing years; when the paffons which are conne&ed 
with intereft and ambition begin their reign, and 
too frequently extend their malignant influence, even 
over thofe periods of life which ought to be moft 
tranquil. From the firft to the laft of man’s abode 
on carth, the difcipline muff never be relaxed, of 
guarding the heart from the dominion of paffien. 
Eager paffions, and violent defires, were not made 
for man. They exceed his fphere: they find no ade- 
guate obje&s on earth; and of courfe can be produc- 
tive of nothing but mifery , the certain confeguence 
of indulging them is, that there fhall come an evil 
day, when the anguifp of difappointment foall drive 
us to acknowledge, that all which we enjoy avail- 
eth us nothing.
